Government, for war claims held by Ihe 
Sialp, $1,072,300 -leaving, on my acces- 
sion to oillce, a slnte debt of if3,!J27,BOO, 
bearing interest at six per cent, per annum. 
The Genera] Treasurer since that time hns 
redeemed each year if75,000 of Ihe bonds, 
making $300,000 ; the debt therefore at 
ihc present time is $2,627,500. By law the 
General Treasurer is empowered to buy 
State bonds only at par. 
I recommend

SCHOOL ATTENDANCE. 


The 
Lumber of pupils attending 
the 


Public School during the summer of 1871 
was 20,912, an increase of 500 over the 
previous year. 


The number registered in our winter 


schools was 28,702, an increase of 450 
pupils over 1870. 
These are imponaut 


facts, showing an awakening interest in our 
schools. There has been also an improve- 
[nent in the qualifications of teaehera, who 
are now elevating the standard of Ihe schools 
throughout the State. 


It is, however, to be regretted, that there 


are now a large number of youth, probably 
more than five thousand between Uie a^es 
of five and fcixteen, who do not attend 
school, but are growing up in ignorance. 
Ought not some measures be devised to 
stay these threatening evils, which are in- 
creasing year by year, and some system of 
compulsory attendance at the Public Schools 
adopted. 


It is further provided iu said resolutions,

During the past year I bave made aovera 


visits to'lheSwte Prison, anil feel pleasur 
in expressing tho satisfactiou which the^i 
vishs haro given me. 
Under ihe able du 


pcrioteuUenue of Gun. Vial!, this lustliutior 
is lu excellent condition. Tho buildings ai 
ait in good order, the worksh >ps are well and 
proiiiably conduced, nnd tho general con 
duct of the prisoners reflects much credi 
upon tho Warden whoso unwearied att«n 
lion could alone accomplish such satisfactory 
results. 


There are, at present, one hundred aw 


seventy-five inmates at the State, Prison a»> 
the Jail, of which number sixty-five are ii 
tbc former. 


During ihe year there hava been two es 


capes iiiidcr rathei1 aggravating circumstan- 
ces, but the Warden has reason for believing 
lhat the fugitives will yet be arrested and 
returned. 


The religious services under the Rev. Mr 


Douglas, the faithful and devoted Chaplain 
continue as heretolore, and it is believct 
w.th good results. 


Much credit is due to the gentlemen who 


compose tho Board of Inspectors /or their 
unwearied attention to the comfort of tho 
prisoners anil for the general management 
of the prison. 
The earnings of the prison for trie year 


1S71 were more than $5,000, over and above 
all expenses, which sum has been placed af 
interest Dy the Warden. From the present 
arrangements there is little doubt that the 
income lor the present year will amount to 
nearly, or quite as much as that of last year

THE PROVIDENCE KKFORM SCHOOL. 


The Reform School is under the sole 


coutibl ol the city of Providence, acting 
uader a charter from tlie General Assembly. 
It is well managed by a Board of Trustees, 
and teachers of long experience, and the 
results of its operation are believed, to be 
fully equal to those of any other similar in- 
s'.ilutiou in the country, But though strict- 
ly a city institution, ibe State courts send 
ttse greater portion of its inmates, at an ex- 
pense to the Slate of nbrmt twenty ihous- 
aud dollars annually. This is done under 
an arrangement by which the fctate pays :\
